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Bishops Maher, Chavez assess nuclear pastoral 


‘We are pastors, 
not politicians...’

ALCALA PARK — ‘‘We speak as 
pastors, not politicians. We are teachers, 
not technicians. We cannot avoid our 
responsibility to lift up the moral 
dimensions of the choices before our 
world and our nation. The nuclear age is 
an era of moral as well as physical danger. 
We are the first generation since Genesis 
with the power to virtually destroy God’s 


creation. We cannot remain silent in the . 


face of such danger.”’ 


That was the assessment of the pastoral 
letter The Challenge of Peace: God’s 
Promise and Our Response given by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher little more than 24 
hours after his return from Chicago, 
where the U.S. bishops voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of its adoption as 
a teaching document for U.S. Catholics. 


THAT DOCUMENT is bound to 
cause much confusion ‘and uncertainty, 
especially among Catholics serving in the 
military, acknowledged the bishop, and 
he cautioned against making any 
judgments about the pastoral except on 
the basis of a careful reading of its entire 
45,000-word text, and ‘‘not the taking of 
one section out of context.”’ 

‘‘Every nation has a right and a duty to 
defend itself against aggression, and the 
Christian has no choice but to defend 
peace,’’ said the bishop.

Mobile evangelization team

SAN YSIDRO — A lack of emphasis 
on the Word of God has caused many 
Hispanics, particularly young ones, to 
leave the Church and to seek spiritual 
guidance in other denominations and 
cults, said a priest who is a member of a 
mobile evangelization team. 


The Church needs to ‘‘start 
emphasizing the word. Give it equal 
status with the sacrament. We have, not 
intentionally, downgraded the teaching of 
the word,’’ Redemptorist Father Enrique 
Lopez said. 


FATHER LOPEZ, who is completing 
a week-long mission in the Imperial 
Valley community of Holtville, last week 
led a similar program here at Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel parish. 


He is one of three members of 
Southern California’s Mobile 
Evangelization Team for the California 
Catholic Conference of Bishops, Hispanic 
Division. Another three-man team serves 
Northern California. 


The team effort really got off the 
ground in 1982 when Father Lopez’s full- 
time effort was enhanced by the two part- 
time team members. He joined the 
program in 1981, eager to ‘‘proclaim the 
word’’ in missions and workshops. 


WORKSHOPS ARE usually ‘‘how- 
to’’ affairs, while missions are ‘times to 
spread the word, Father Lopez explained. 
Missions, like the ones he led at San 
Ysidro and Holtville, are calls to

Gov’t agrees, disagrees... 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The US. 
Catholic bishops, by adopting - their 
pastoral letter against nuclear war and 
weaponry, are doing ‘“‘exactly’’ what the 
White House is:doing — trying ‘‘to: find 
ways ‘toward world peace,’’ President 
Reagan said last Thursday. 


But in separate comments that day, 
Alan Romberg, a State Department 
spokesman, criticized the bishops’ call for 
a halt to testing, production and 
deployment of nuclear weapons, and later

praised the bishops’ ‘‘interest’’ in the 
nuclear war issue. 

EXPLAINING THAT he had not 
received a copy of the statement, and 
that, anyway, ‘*45,000 words are a lot to 


digest,’? Reagan said that he thinks ‘‘that 
too much attention was being paid to the 
one word ‘curb’ or ‘halt’ when you think 
there’s 45,000 words in toto.”’ 


When they approved the pastoral 
during their May 2-3 Chicago meeting, 
the bishops reverted to language of the 
second draft of the pastoral, wi had 
called for a ‘‘halt’’ to testing, prodtuction 
and deployment of new nuclear weapons 
systems, instead of the ‘‘curb”’ in testing, 
production and deployment of such 
weapons cited in the third draft of the 
document.

SAN YSIDRO — Upon his return 


from Chicago last week, where he and the 
other U.S. bishops adopted a 
45,000-word pastoral letter: on peace 
which is bound to have a far-reaching 
effect both within and outside of the 
Church, Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. 
Chavez assessed the document as a ‘‘new 
moment’’ very likely to be’ mis- 
interpreted by many. 


Just returned from Chicago, Bishop 
Chavez said that ‘‘never before in the life 
of the American Church have the bishops 
expressed a sense of unity and a sense of 
urgency in a united voice’’ as they did in 
Chicago. 

‘*THE BISHOPS have not ruled out 
self-defense (but) anything that leads to a 
war or the first use of nuclear weapons,’’ 
said Bishop Chavez. “‘We are saying ‘no’ 
to nuclear war and ‘no’ to the first use of 
nuclear weapons and ‘no’ to anything 
that leads to war.’’ 


The work associated with the pastoral, 
itself a teaching document, is not ended, 
but only just beginning, said the bishop. 
“Tt has to be an ongoing thing, otherwise 
the work of two years will have been a 
failure. But -some~ are ‘making 
interpretations and judgments which are 
not in the spirit of the letter. They aren’t 
seeing it as a social, moral, economic and 
a political document.”’ 


“‘But I think the majority of the people, 
in their hearts, want peace. Only those 
who profit from a war want war. This 
issue affects everyone in the world, and 
this is a most catholic type of document.”’ 


THE BISHOPS came to Chicago 
conscious of their duty to teach on the 
moral dimensions of war and peace in a 
nuclear age, said Bishop Chavez. But a 
purely human solution to a human 
dilemma which has produced the nuclear 
arms race in the first place, is not the

COALINGA — A priest who 
described himself as ‘bumped, black and 
blue and sore’’ after weathering an 
earthquake that last week struck the 
Central California community he works 
in, almost immediately began thinking of 
the plight of others. 


Just after the quake struck May 2 at 
4:42 p.m. at a magnitude of 6.5 on the 
Richter scale, Father James C. Voytko, 
the pastor of St. Paul Catholic Church, 
turned off the gas mains to the rectory. 


THEN HE opened the undamaged 
church hall ‘‘and let people drift in,’’ he 
said. Many residents of the farming 
community were left homeless by the 
earthquake. Those who came to St. Paul 
Church’s hall had to ‘‘improvise,’’ using 
a barbeque pit for cooking and boiling 
water; many slept in the hall. 


The two pharmacies in town opened up 
temporary shop in a rectory room made 
available by Father Voytko. The pastor 
said he wanted to make sure residents 
could count on getting necessary 
medications. 


The fate of the parish’s adobe brick 
church, built right after World War II, 
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TO CANADA — Pope John Paul II 
will visit Canada Sept. 9-19, 1984, the 
Canadian Conference of Catholic Bishops 
announced.

Archbishop Marcel 
Lefebvre, suspended by Pope John Paul 
VI for ordaining priests in defiance of a 
direct papal prohibition, said he expects 
the Vatican to issue a decree May 15 
which will bring it closer to accepting his 
position regarding the liturgy. The 
French-born archbishop was interviewed 
while in Tulsa to administer confirmation 
and to dedicate the only. church in 
Oklahoma for his followers. The 77-year- 
old did not identify the source of his 
information, but said he had a letter from 
a Vatican official saying the Church “‘is 
ready to authorize the Latin Tridentine 
Mass’’ which ended with Vatican II 
reforms. 

WORKERS SALUTED — Pope John 
Paul II dedicated his Sunday noon talk on 
May 1 to all the workers of the world. The 
date is celebrated in Italy and in many 
other countries as a holiday similar to 
America’s Labor Day. The pontiff told 
50,000 people in St, Peter’s Square that 
he wanted to honor all those who labor, 
“to say to them a word of best wishes, of 
solidarity, of appreciation, of hope.”” He 
did not specifically mention his 
homeland, Poland, where the outlawed 
Solidarity labor union» sponsored 
demonstrations that day.

Admiral agrees with nine bishops who said ‘no’

CORONADO — Clarence E. Coffin, 
a parishioner at Sacred Heart Church 
here, retired from the U.S. Navy with the 
rank of rear admiral. The ‘‘example’’ of 
his wife,.a Catholic, and -the Navy 
chaplain-priests he met during two tours 
of duty in the Orient, led him to “‘choose 
the Church after thought and study.” 


He has never seen any conflict in 
serving both God and country. His oath 
of allegiance — ‘‘a moral and religious 
obligation’? — to defend this country, 
and his own first-hand experience with 
refugees fleeing the Communists in 
China, Korea and Vietnam, have 
convinced him that there is no such thing 
as ‘‘compromise’’ when it comes to 
national defense. 


HE IS, like many other USS. 
Catholics, including the nine bishops who 
voted last week in Chicago to reject the 
new pastoral letter on peace in the nuclear 
age, upset with what he sees as an ‘‘anti- 
defense’’ posture taken by some bishops 
nationally, and by some priests and others 
associated with the Diocesan Peace and 
Justice Commission locally. 


He is opposed neither to a genuine, 
verifiable, bilateral reduction of nuclear 
armaments, nor to the bishops’ discussing 
war and peace in general. But there is, he 
says, a world of difference between a 
moral posture adopted in a safe and 
secure conference room-.and the cold 
‘reality of coming under fire on a 
battlefield, a difference he wishes others 
could appreciate. 


‘*After you’ve. seen your . shipmates 
killed you don’t want to see that happen 
again,”’ said~Admiral Coffin. But, he 
added, just getting the Soviets to agree to 
a nuclear freeze now is not about to 
happen, and even if it did, ‘‘they are very 
notorious in -not keeping their 
agreements.” 


“FITNESS AND strength now bring 
us far better prospects for world peace,”’ 
he said. ‘‘We are most definitely 
approaching a very ominous period. Now 
is not the time for weakness on our part.” 


Particularly disturbing to Admiral 
Coffin are ‘‘peace’’ activists who quickly 
condemn the U.S. possession of nuclear 
weapons but who ignore both the Soviet 
nuclear arsenal and the Communist track 
record of ‘‘colonialization of Central 
Europe, the aggression in Afghanistan or 
the terror in Southeast Asia — although 
both of the latter involved bio-chemical 
warfare.’’ 

“‘T am not a theologian by any means, 
but I seriously question the competency of 
the bishops in judging military matters,”’ 


“he said. ‘‘From (their) alleged public 


statements...neither do they have any 
practical knowledge of the problem we 
face in defending ourselves, and the free 
world, against the brutal and aggressive 
Soviet-Communist dictatorship.”’ 

NO ONE, even Pope John Paul IJ, has 
questioned the legitimate right of a 
sovereign state to defend itself, noted the 
admiral. 

‘‘There is absolutely nothing wrong 
with our nuclear deterrent policy or the

use of nuclear weapons in self-defense. 
We must very effectively and with 
military competence decide whether the 
possible destruction of nuclear weaponry 
is worse than the long-time disaster that 


would follow a Gommunist victory...that 
would destroy religion along with liberty. 
‘Better red than dead’ is not a viable 
option.”’ 

The admiral does not doubt for a 
‘moment that the Soviets would strike first 
against the United States but for our own 
massive nuclear deterrent, nor does he 
doubt that a future war could happen for 
any number of reasons. If the unthinkable 
actually happened and hostilities began, 
he added, there is no way it would remain 
non-nuclear. 


WHAT PARTICULARLY disturbs 
him are those in the Church who advocate 
unilateral disarmament, or that the just 
war theory is no longer valid, or who

‘‘Some have apparently forgotten that 
most...Catholics do not consider 
ourselves as ‘dual loyalists,’ ’’ he said. 
‘‘We are Americans of the Catholic faith 
who believe that all Americans have the 
responsibility. and the grave moral 
obligation to defend these United States 
against all enemies....’’

Bishops in Chicago reflect 
post-Vatican II Church 

Our bishops’ final action on their anti-nuclear 
pastoral letter was a news story of such value that 300 
reporters from around the world and T'V and radio 
personnel joined them at the Palmer House in 
Chicago last week. 

Their pastoral, entitled The Challenge of Peace: 
God’s Promise and Our Response, calls for a halt to the 
manufacture, testing and deployment of nuclear 
weapons. 

The bishops’ position flies in the face of official 
U.S. defense policy and has already elicited sharp 
reaction from both the White House and the State 
Department. 

It will certainly have a lasting impact on our 
Church and others concerned with the application of 
Christian principles to national policy. 

But another important story unfolded as our 
country’s bishops debated their 151-page, 
45,000-word pastoral — almost line by line. It was the 
coming of age of the post-Vatican II American 
Catholic Church. 

The bishops did not do what many people — both 
Catholic and non-Catholic — expect bishops to do. 
They did not process around in ancient vestments or 
sing Gregorian chant. They were not even dealing 


with ‘‘Church matters’? — in the strict interpretation 
of that phrase. ie 

They were discussing nuclear weapons, defense 
strategies and deterrence — they were politicking 
hard and fast. 


Although the National Conference of Catholic 


Bishops — nor any national bishops’ conference — is 
not permitted to change Church doctrine, the bishops 
may issue pastoral letters based on Church teaching 
and mandate them for study by the faithful. 

The Chicago meeting turned out to be a showcase 
for the new American Church of Vatican II. 

There was Joseph Cardinal Bernardin — chairman 
of the drafting committee — sounding less like a 
prince of the Church and more like a patient 
legislator, trying to protect the highly nuanced 
language of a pet bill. 

There was Bishop Thomas Gumbleton trying to 
clear away the text’s complex: verbosity to make it 
crystal clear that the bishops meant business. 

There was Archbishop Philip Hannan going to the 
microphone two dozen times in two days, accusing the 
pastoral drafting team of ignoring the threat of 
atheistic communism. | 

If the reverend prelates had been wearing pin- 
stripes and ties rather than their black suits, Roman 


collars and pectoral crosses, it could have been the 


United States Senate at work. 

Their process is encouraging. Their courage is 
honorable. Their goal is life-giving. Their effort to 
heighten the awareness of the dangers of nuclear war 
is vital. 
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Washington Letter

While its long-range effect is 


unknowable, the U.S. bishops’ newly 
approved pastoral letter on war and peace 


is likely to have an impact on the Church - 


greater than that of any of the dozens of 
other pastorals that have been issued. 


Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin’ of 
Chicago, who headed the committee 
which drafted the letter, stressed in a 
speech to the bishops at their special 
meeting that the pastoral is a ‘“‘teaching 
document’? and that the bishops are 
speaking as ‘‘teachers of moral and 
religious principles.”’ 

As a general rule all pastoral letters are 
‘intended as teaching documents and 
usually differ stylistically from other 
statements by the bishops. While 


. statements may simply give the collective 


view of the bishops on a particular issue, 
such as Central American policy, pastoral 
letters are addressed to the Catholic 
people and give the bishops the 
opportunity in their role as teachers to 
address broader principles which touch on 
moral issues. 


Thus in recent years the bishops at 
their. annual or semi-annual meetings 
have approved a variety of pastoral letters 
which together make up a body of 
teaching by the American hierarchy 
covering such topics as racism, health 
care, Marxism, Catholic schools and 
religious education, the handicapped and 
human life. 


How much weight any of those pastoral 
letters have carried with Catholics is hard 
to say. Also difficult to determine is the 
number of copies of those pastoral letters 
in circulation since such pastorals have 
been published in a variety of ways, such 
as in booklet form or as supplements in 
diocesan newspapers. The pastorals also 
have been used as the basis for 
congressional testimony when moral 
principles collide with political issues, 
although here again the impact cannot be 
‘measured. 

And _ while some _ pastoral letters 
continue to be quoted from 10 years after 
their approval — the 1972 pastoral To 
Teach as Jesus Did still serves as a major 
guidepost for Catholic education — 
others, as might be expected, do little 
more than gather dust on the shelf. 


That is what Cardinal Bernardin is 
hoping will not happen with the new war 
and peace pastoral. ‘‘I hope that we will 
be able to develop ways. of 
communicating its concerns and 
questions, its insights and conclusions, 
through our parishes, our schools, our 
universities,’’ he said in an appearance 
before the Catholic educators’ group in 
April. : 
Already efforts are being made to keep 
the pastoral alive on a broad scale. A 
follow-up committee of bishops to 
encourage awareness and appreciation of 
the pastoral by Catholics and other 
Americans was formed even before the 
Chicago meeting. 


Independent initiatives also have 
begun, such as a plan announced in 
March by the University of Notre Dame 
to offer an undergraduate academic 
course in the fall on ‘“‘The Nuclear 
Dilemma’’ using the bishops’ pastoral as 
a text. 


But why write a pastoral letter at all? 
Cardinal Bernardin, in his address to the 
bishops opening the Chicago meeting, 
offered at least two reasons, one from 
Pope John Paul II. 


One reason, according to Cardinal 
Bernardin, was that the pastoral offered 
the bishops the opportunity of making a 
contribution to the welfare of church and 
state. 


Another reason came: from Pope John 
Paul in his 1981 address at Hiroshima, 
Japan, the site of the first atomic 
bombing. There the pope said that, 
because of the possibility of destroying the 
world ‘‘there is no justification for not 
raising the question (of preventing 
nuclear war)...It is only through a 
conscious choice and a deliberate policy 
that humanity can survive.”’ 


‘Appreciation of penance’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II told 35 
American priests May 6 that the mercy of God is felt most keenly 
in individual confession. . 


The priests, most of them ordained for 20 years or more, are 
students in a three-month theological updating course sponsored 
by the North American College in Rome. 


At a private audience at the Vatican, the pontiff asked them to 
assist ‘‘in a renewed awakening among the faithful of an 
appreciation for the sacrament of penance.”’ 


‘Divine mercy is experienced by our people in numerous 
ways,’’ said the pope. 

“But pastoral sensitivity teaches us that this experience-of 
divine mercy reaches its highest intensity — and finds its most 
eloquent expression — at that moment when the individual 
penitent kneels before the minister of the sacrament of penance 
and asks Christ’s forgiveness and absolution for his sins,’’ he 
said. ; 


‘So much of our identity as men of God is associated in the 
minds of the faithful with our role as sacramental reconcilers,”’ 
the pope observed. ‘‘Much of the respect, the deference and the 


genuine affection our people show toward us is linked with our 


power to forgive sins in the name of Christ.”’ 


“‘We would be less than faithful to the essence of our priestly 
vocation,’ the pontiff added, ‘‘by not seizing each possible 
opportunity to offer to our people the healing and reconciling 
power of Christ’s mercy in the sacrament of penance.”” _ 


The pope concluded his five-minute talk, which he delivered in 
English, by urging the priests to preach the sacrament of penance 
“‘with renewed fervor and insistence; to teach it, by exhorting 
your people to ever greater conversion; and, above all, to lead the 
way by practicing it yourselves.”’

‘A generous response’ 


The natural nursery for religious and priestly vocations is the 
local Christian community. The quality of Christian living 
experienced in the community should be such that young people 
are encouraged to assess their own commitment as Christians 
and be drawn to consider vocation to Religious life or priesthood 
as a viable possibility. People would realize that such a life style is 
not a mysterious calling issued for an individual’s own sake, but 
a generous response, answering a need deep within the 
community. 


In order that this awareness be present, it is necessary that a 
parish become a ‘‘caring community.’’ A parish needs to share 
God’s love and to ask ‘‘Who is my neighbor? What are his/her 
needs? Do I care?’’? The strength which a worshipping 
community draws from the life of the risen Christ in His 
Sacraments should be visible in the life of that community — an 
openness to strangers and newcomers, welcoming their gifts and 
talents, not expecting them to ‘‘fit in’’ with the “‘way things are”’ 
— a discreet, compassionate concern for others’ families and for 
single individuals. Most of all, the parish community must show 
its care for: The elderly and neglected; the housebound; the 
unemployed, no matter their age; the ethnic minorities; the 
unvisited in hospitals; single parent families, where there may be 
a hurt in need of healing; families under stress for one reason or 
another. 


Young people — are we open to their hopes and fears, their 
enthusiasm and their worries? We ask them to inherit our world 
— what is it we ask them to inherit? If we ask them to learn from 
us, we must ask ourselves what it is we teach them. 


We often hold back out of fear of interfering. This can often be 
an excuse for doing nothing at all. The principle, ‘‘love casts out 
fears,’’ should be a guiding light for the Christian community in 
its mission to the world. Hopefully, as the members of our 
Christian communities become more aware of their individual 
call, there will be no need to worry about a scarcity of Religious

I noticed Naomi first because of the wheel chair, but I 
remembered her because of the luminosity of her smile. 
At first sight she seemed a person apart, withdrawn, her 
hands folded quietly in her lap as the husky young man 
pushed her chair through the parish parking lot toward 
the church, and I wondered who she was and what her 
affliction might be. Then I greeted her and she smiled — 
a bright, merry, inviting smile, — that put her affliction 
at naught.

_ Of a sudden, ethics and morals are very much ‘“‘in 
Since Vatican II, traditional moral teaching was ‘‘out;”’ 
“‘situation ethics’’ became the rage. That curious science 
ended up being perceived as a variation of John Wayne’s 
dictum: ‘‘A fellow’s got to do what he’s got to do.’’ Now 
the debate about ‘‘just war,’’ talkshow questions about 
genetics, responsibility and accountability, etc., have led 
Catholics and others to request courses on morals and 
ethics. 


Philosophers too are reviving ethics. Harvard 
University’s Sissela Bok wrote a book in 1978 on the 
ethics of Lying. She is back again in Secrets, which she 
subtitles: On the Ethics of Concealment and Revelation. 
Just when you thought nobody cared about moral 
principles, comes this affirmation that these have an 
important part in life and society. 


BOK’S PHILOSOPHICAL background leads her to 
question assumptions about moral principles. Presumably 
society has a need for secrecy at times. What some fail to 
understand is that secrecy carries dangers with it. The 
demand of the present administration for secrecy from its 
employees, (no leaks to the press) has been publicized. 


Moral Perspectives

For centuries, prevailing theological teaching has 
evaluated human sexuality mainly, although not 
exclusively, in terms of its functional character: i.e., from 
the point of view of procreation. 


Theological and anthropological advances have moved 


this functional emphasis to be more concerned about the * 


totality of a person, making the current teachings of the 
Church on sexuality more holistic. 


IN LIGHT of these changes, we must understand 
sexuality as one of the essential determining factors in our 
lives. Sexuality characterizes the entire structure of the 
human person, whether as man or as woman, whether 
married, single, celibate, heterosexual or homosexual. 

Sexuality likewise affects our mental attitudes and 
processes, both consciously and unconsciously. 

There are certain perspectives in scripture which we 
must first of all be aware of because these attitudes ground 
all of our viewpoints and teachings about human 
sexuality. 

FOREMOST IN this perspective is the Genesis 
teaching that all men and women are created in God’s 
image (Gen 1:27); our human (otality is created good and 
thus is sexuality a gift of God to be wholly accepted and 
fully celebrated. 

Genesis 2:18-24 also points out that the relationship of 
a man and a woman united in love reflects something of 
God’s love. 


In the Yahwist account of creation, the first action of 


Frank is a gruff, vocal ‘‘character’’ in our village. To 
hear him talk it would seem that his approach to life is 
wholly negative for he is never at a loss for something to 
complain about. ‘‘I’m a cantankerous old cuss, ‘ain’t I?”’ 
he will say with a faint grin and yet he performs unknown 
acts of charity for those he sees as in greater need than 
himself. 


He is widowed and, like Naomi, lives alone, plagued 
with diabetes and heart trouble. But Frank is the one who 
reminds us that Penny, recently widowed and troubled in 
other ways, needs our help and prayers. He is the one 
who makes up Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets for 
the old folks — he is in his 70s — who ‘‘don’t have 
nothing and no one cares.’’ He is the one who fills our 
parish prayer list with requests for people we do not know 
who are suffering in one way or another and in urgent 
need of help. He is fiercely conservative and traditional in 
his religious attitude but does not hesitate to ask prayers 
and help for those outside the Church. ‘‘They ain’t 
Catholic, but they’re people too, you know!”’ 


NOT MANY people in the parish are aware of what 


_ Naomi and Frank do for others. Not many are aware of 


the heart-rending loneliness that sometimes, but rarely, 
can move them to tears, nor of the remarkable and 
inspiring faith that sustains them both and enables them 
not only to endure their own difficult lives, but to bring 
comfort and joy and above all, love, to other sufferers. 


For those of us who know them and know who they are, 
they are like a touch of God’s hand, lending wonder and a 
sense of peace and rightfulness. They are the “‘little ones”’ 
so beloved of Jesus, the unlikely ones whom He has 
inspired to simple heroism, and our lives are the richer for 
them even as we are humbled by them. 


There are, I believe, many Franks and Naomis — 
people who rise above their own afflictions to comfort 
others, the humble, neighborhood wounded healers who 
will never be entered into the public annals of the 
Church’s sanctified, but who are among the heroes of our 
faith. What schooling they have had in faith, I don’t 
know, but their response to God is wholly Christian, 
wholly self-giving, and they draw us to tenderness and 
wonder and small conversions. 


THEY ARE the answer to the question often asked, 
“‘One wonders why God has not given up on the human 
race by now?”’ Beneath all the tilting at belief and testing 
of God that goes on in public, people like these go silently 
and obscurely weaving the fabric of dogged faith and 
Christian brotherhood — the ‘‘just men’’ for whom God 
will stay His Hand and withhold His wrath. 


They deserve our gratitude, at least, for they carry 
torches in a darkness the rest of us do not know and into 
which we would prefer not to venture. We can, at least, 
thank God for them and keep them constantly in our 
prayers and our hearts. 


Plugging the leaks 


The president is prepared to stop leaks by firing those who 
give out secret information. But some such information is 
needed by people to evaluate government policies. The 
misuse of secrecy can also lead to self-deception. In 
keeping something secret, persons will always claim a 
right motive, a good intention for their actions. But in 
fact, upon examination, this claim may merely be self- 
serving. The ploy can lead to excusing oneself from 
responsibility, and result from unconscious bias. 


Miss Bok even discusses ‘‘confessions’’ in the religious 
context of the word. There is, as she sees it, implicit in 
confession the need and desire to either seek exoneration 
of guilt or to move from wickedness into a state of 
forgiveness. As the writer points out, we identify Martin 
Luther’s-break with the Church as over indulgences. Yet 
it really was over the issue of the nature of confession and 
penance. How interesting that in this year of Martin 
Luther’s anniversary, the Synod of Bishops proposes to 
discuss that very question: penance and reconciliation 
(i.e., Confession). 


One of the sins of our generation is gossip, which is not 
just passing along the latest news. Gossip, an abominable

God is to create a man and to refer him to an opposite. 
Man and woman are to help, to complete each other 
through communication with the person who is the 
partner. And in this communication there is 
fundamentally no subordination and superiority. 


THE ‘‘TWO-IN-ONE-FLESH”’’ connotes, then, 
more than a merely passing sexual relationship of a man 
and a woman. It expresses the total unity which both of 
them form, a unity which breaks through even.the bonds 
of blood and family (Gen 2:22-24). 


It is thus important to note that the Old Testament 
describes the total surrender in the sexual act as a 
“‘knowing’’: i.e., in this act both partners reveal 
themselves in their deepest personal intimacy. And in this 
intimacy, the man and the woman receive from God the 
gift to transmit new life (Gen 1:28). 

The Genesis account teaches, then, that the whole of 
our lives is created good and our human sexuality is a gift 
to be honored. In the man/woman relationship we find 
something significant about God’s love, a love where 
there is equality and totality. 


GOD’S LOVE breaks through in the creation of life; 
human love breaks through in the creation of new life. 


Sin has wounded this totality, however, and results in 


forms of ‘‘knowing”’ that do not look to the true intimacy _ 


of the other person, nor of myself. Domination, 
chauvinism, use and lust are all ‘types’ where sin cripples 
the human potential for wholeness. 


practice well cultivated by the media, has become a 
matter of revealing weaknesses and faults and failings in 
our fellow humans. On this question Miss Bok quotes a 
Babylonian saying: ‘‘Why is gossip like a three-pronged 
tongue? Because it destroys three people: the person who 
says it, the person who listens to it, and the person about 
whom it is told.’’ 


PERHAPS THE best section of her book is the 
discussion on secrecy, power and accountability. It is 
noteworthy that so much money is spent to hire public 
relations people; they are sometimes employed to make 
secret decisions publicly acceptable for reasons other than 
those on which the decision was made. 


One hope might be that adult education courses in the 
Church would begin studying the norms of morality. It 
might be expected that CCD classes .at the high school 
level could provide principles by which young adults can 
choose courses of action in their life. The classes may even 
use examples, cases. Secrets may be too expensive for a 
text. But in a year or two it will come out in paperback, 
and along with Bok’s former work, Lying (already in that 
edition), would provide many a lively session for 
discussion groups on winter evenings. 


Genesis 3:7 points out, e.g., that before sin men and 
women experienced an ease of relationship. This 
naturalness of human relatedness was lost in sin and thus 
do women and men experience their nudity as personal 
exposure. 


ALL FORMS of sexual exploitation attempt to 
uncover a person not for reasons of intimacy but for 
reasons of use. Whenever I deliberately allow myself to be 
used merely as a sexual object, whenever I permit another 
individual to be used as simply a sexual object, there I 
find sin. All manifestations of human sexuality (e.g., 
heterosexual acts; homosexual acts; masturbatory acts) 
must be evaluated over against this question of 
exploitation. 


In the New Testament, Jesus furthered this teaching by 
emphasizing the virtue of purity: i.e., the right intention 
coming from one’s heart (Mk 7:1-23). 

In the New Testament, moreover, sexuality and its 
fulfillment in marriage no longer appear as the only 
normal or universal way to be in the world; the way of 
virginity appears as a genuine possibility (Lk 20:27-36). 
The most important relationship is the relatedness to 
Christ (Gal 3:26-28) and this relationship makes the 
differences of the sexes a matter of indifference. 


IT IS ON this account that morality must first of all be 
understood as our relatedness to Jesus Christ: I am moral 
to the extent that I image myself according to the person 
of Jesus. :

Americans thinking and praying about the agony of 
Northern Ireland for the last 15 years have had an 
inspiration: to bring youngsters from the strife-wracked 
cities and towns there to homes and families in the United 
States for a period each summer. 


That inspiration has led to varied programs in areas as 
widely scattered as Wilmington, Del., Minneapolis, 
Lafayette, La., and San Diego, Calif. 


THERE ARE similarities in the programs: 


¢ They bring both boys and girls, both Protestants 
and Catholics; 


e They rely primarily, if not entirely, on voluntary 
effort: donations of time, money and work; 


¢ The youngsters live with families in the United 
States; 

© The programs rely on contacts in Northern Ireland 
to help decide which youngsters come to the United 
States; 


e The groups in the United States which run the 
programs are ecumenical to some degree; 


¢ The programs screen the families in this country 
with whom the Northern Irish youngsters’ will stay. 


Those running some of the programs are more 
sympathetic to the minority community in - Northern 
Ireland. The minority, about 500,000 in number, is 
predominantly Catholic and includes many people who 
favor a united Ireland and consider themselves Irish. 


From the establishment of Northern Ireland as a 
province of the United Kingdom in 1921 until recent 
years, the province has been dominated by its majority 
community of about one million, who are mostly 
Protestants, favor remaining in the United Kingdom and 
consider themselves British. 


IN MANY of Northern Ireland’s cities and towns, the 


two communities live apart in specific areas and live 
separate social lives. Most Protestant children attend state 
schools, Protestant church-related private schools or non- 
sectarian private schools. Most Catholic children attend 
Catholic schools. 


The U.S. organizers of the programs bringing children 
to this country have sought to provide an opportunity for 
the Northern Irish children from the majority and 
minority communities to get to know one another. It is an 


opportunity they do not always have at home in Northern | 


Ireland. 

Tony Gould, director of the Children’ s ee of 
Northern Ireland in Minneapolis, said his group has been 
bringing about 140 children a year from Northern Ireland 
to the United States for the last seven years. 

THE CHILDREN, 10 and 11- -year-olds, half of them 
Catholic and half Protestant, come mainly from Hellas, 
Lisburn and their suburbs, Gould said. 

The 12 members of the board of the Children’s 
Program do 95 percent of the work for the program, he 
said, and all workers are volunteers; there is no paid staff. 

‘“In Northern Ireland, we work through teachers,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Each child and family is visited over there.’’ 

THE CHILDREN’S Program does not attempt to 
have the youngsters meet together in Northern Ireland 
before coming to the United States. ‘‘From what I’m 
told,’’ Gould said, ‘‘it’s hard get children together from 
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SPRING VALLEY — Of 120 Catholic and Protestant 
children brought to’ the United States last year by 
Children’s Crusade 10 of Fresno, 13 came to San Diego, 
said James Shannon, one of the local program organizers. 
Six of those children stayed in homes of parishioners at 
Santa Sophia Church, Spring Valley. Shannon (a 


parishioner at St. John Church in Encinitas and a 
national director of the Ancient Order of Hibernians) and 
his family hosted a Protestant youngster from Northern 
Ireland last summer. A fund-raising and planning 
meeting for a similar project this summer was scheduled 
for May 9. 


Belfast, especially in the inner city.”’ 

While the children are in the United States, they attend 
picnics and other events together, he said, and there is a 
picnic for all of them in Belfast after they return. 

The Children’s Program receives a critique of the 
program after the children are back in Northern Ireland, 
Gould said. ‘‘Parents have said they are much more open 
now. I can’t say what happens five years down the line.’’ 


IN ITS ninth year, Project Children is operated by the 


Gaelic Cultural Society of Greenwood Lake, N.Y., and 


run by Denis Mulcahy, 38, a native of County Cork, 
Ireland, and a member of the New York City police bomb 
squad. 

‘We are bringing 400 this year,’’ Mulcahy said. He 
said the children coming include both Catholics and 
Protestants, children of members of the Irish Republican 
Army, the outlawed guerrilla organization fighting to end 
British rule in Northern Ireland, and children of those 
imprisoned because of crimes related to the political 
divisions in Northern Ireland. 


The children, between eight and 12, are mostly from 
poorer families, Mulcahy said. ‘‘Last year, one-third 
were Protestants and two-thirds were Catholics.”’ 


PROJECT CHILDREN is raising about $150,000 to 
charter a 747 jetliner of Aer Lingus, the Irish Republic’s 
airline, to bring the children from Belfast to Kennedy 
International Airport in New York. ‘‘It’s a first time 
thing,’’ he said, because ordinarily no flights to the 
United States originate in Belfast. 


The money is raised by raffles, dances and ads. Many 
individuals contribute to pay airfare and insurance for the 
children, Mulcahy said. The host families in the United 
States do not necessarily pay for the airfare, he added, 
and they are not reimbursed for expenses for the child 
they host. 


Former President Richard: Necon paid last year for : a 


child to come to the United States, Mulcahy said. 


‘SWE DO SEND Catholic and Protestant children to 
homes that request them,’’ he explained. “‘We want them 
to express a preference. We don’t want anyone to be 
uncomfortable. I think they get a lot from it. It is quite 
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More youngsters from N. Ireland coming here 


common for a Catholic family to request a Protestant 
child:and vice versa.’’ The experience, he ‘added, ‘shows 
how people of different faiths can live together. 


The host family must agree to bring the child to the 
church of his denomination on Sunday, Mulcahy said. 
‘‘We do require them to take them to church.”’ 


Project Children, he said, expresses a preference for 
children who would ordinarily not have an opportunity to 
leave Northern Ireland for the summer. 


ALL. THE children must return on Aug. 8, he said, 
and the program does not bring the same child back a 
second time, but if a family wants to bring back the same 
child the following summer and pays the airfare, Project 
Children will provide space on the charter flight. 


About eight children from Northern Ireland who first 
came to the United States through Project Children are 
attending schools in the United States, Mulcahy said. 
Their expenses are being paid for by families who hosted 
them here.

conversion that slowly ‘build in intensity 
over six days. 


The choice of a workshop or a mission 
is up to the parish that invites the team — 
“‘We are at their service. Whatever they 
ask us, that is what we try to develop.”’ 
The evangelization teams only work 
within the framework of a diocese’s own 
master pastoral plan. 


Both the workshops and the missions 
are given in Spanish and are attended by 
people of all ages. ‘‘We always have a 
mixed (age) audience, which is always 
really nice,’’ he said:

conscience of the nation,”’ adding that 
society ‘‘cannot diminish the value of one 
category of human life — the unborn — 
without diminishing the value of all 
human life.”’ 


‘WE SAW tragic proof of this truism 
last year,’’ Reagan continued, ‘‘when the 
Indiana courts allowed the starvation 
death of ‘Baby Doe’ in Bloomington 
because the child had Down’s 
Syndrome.”’ 

The president cited the ‘‘Baby Doe’’ 
case to defend the administration’s 
controversial rule prohibiting the 
withholding of food or necessary medical 
treatment from handicapped infants. The 
measure also provided for a toll-free 
telephone number for reporting any 
alleged violations. A federal judge struck 
down the rule on a technical point in mid- 
April, and the administration announced 
it would appeal the ruling. 


In the Bloomington case, doctors did 
not perform surgery to unblock the 
Down’s Syndrome baby’s esophagus, 
which would have enabled him to eat. 
Reagan quoted a doctor who testified that 
the child would have had a ‘‘minimally 
adequate quality of life.’’ He 
characterized the Indiana court’s 
agreement as declaring that ‘‘retardation 


was the equivalent of a crime deserving ° 


the death penalty.”’ 


THERE WAS no question in this case, 
said Reagan, over the result being the 
taking of human life. ‘‘The real question 
today,’’ he said, ‘‘is not when human life 
begins, but, ‘What is the value of human 
life?’ ’’ he wrote. 


“‘The basic issue...whether to 
recognize the sanctity of human life,” 
wrote the president, also ‘‘underlies the 
question of abortion.”’ 


Reagan stated his support for all anti- 
abortion measures that have come before 
Congress, including a constitutional 
amendment. 


BUT HE also acknowleded the 
““massive efforts of those who...have so 
far blocked every effort to reverse 
nationwide abortion-on-demand,’’ saying 
that anti-abortion forces ‘‘must not lose 
heart. This is not the first time our 
country has been divided by a Supreme 
Court decision that denied the value of 
certain human lives. The Dred Scott 
decision of 1857 was not overturned in a 
day, or a year, or even a decade.”’ 


In that decision, the court held that 
blacks could not be citizens, and 
according to Reagan, initially ‘‘only a 
minority of Americans recognized and 
deplored the moral crisis brought about 
by denying the full humanity of our black 
brothers and sisters; but that 
minority...finally prevailed.”’

Judge bans ‘Christ’ from sign

A federal judge’s ruling barring a 
village from displaying a ‘‘Keep Christ in 
Christmas’’ sign on public property “‘is 
an act of hostility toward organized 
religion,’’ said the East Coast director of 
the Catholic League for Religious and 
Civil Rights. 


The League official, Father Peter 
Stravinskas of Trenton, N.J., commented 
last week on a ruling by U.S. District 
Judge Henry F. Werker: The judge 
permanently enjoined the village of 
Suffern, N.Y., and its fire department 
from hanging a sign reading ‘‘Keep

Christ in Christmas’? on any public 
property in the village during the holiday 
season. 


THE FIRE fighters hung the sign in 
December 1981, and in January 1982 a 


group of seven village residents filed suit. 


against the fire department. The 
American Jewish Congress also'became a 
party to the suit. 


Werker ruled that the sign created the 


impression that the village was 
‘promoting or approving of the 
theological origins of Christmas’’ and was 
therefore a violation of the First 
Amendment of the Constitution. 


Reagan also: developed the parallel 


between the issues of abortion and civil 
rights for minorities by pointing out that 
just as the high court reversed its 
‘separate but equal’’ stance in the Brown 
v. Board of Education decision upholding 
segregation in public schools, so it might 
also ‘“‘change its mind once again” 
regarding Roe v. Wade and other 
abortion rulings. 


IN ADDITION to. working ‘‘to 
overturn Roe v. Wade,’’ he said, ‘‘we 
must also continue to lay the groundwork 
for a society in which abortion is not the 
accepted answer to unwanted pregnancy. 
Pro-life people have already taken heroic 
steps, often at great personal sacrifice, to 
provide for unwed mothers,’’ added 
Reagan. 


Throughout the essay there are 


references to well-known figures who 
have spoken against abortion, four of 
whom are Catholics. They are Mother 


Teresa of Calcutta; Jesuit Father John 


Powell author of Abortion:: The Silent 
Holocaust; Margaret. Heckler, Secretary 
of Health and Human Services; and 
Malcolm Muggeridge, an English writer 
who recently became a Catholic, partly 
because of a connection with Mother 
Teresa. 


He also alluded to Abraham Lincoln 
who, Reagan said, ‘‘recognized that we 
could not survive as a free land when 
some men could decide that others were 
not fit to be free.’’ 


‘“SLIKEWISE, WE cannot survive as 
a free nation when some men decide that 
others are not fit to live and should be 
abandoned to abortion or infanticide,’’ 
wrote the president.

has not been determined. The roof is the 
only part of the structure that may be 
salvageable. 


“SEISMOLOGISTS, geologists, 
engineers and lads from the earthquake 
institute are going over it with a fine tooth 
comb,”’ Father Voytko said, to determine 
if the wood in the open-beam ceiling is 
split or cracked. 


If the ceiling timbers are intact, the 
diocese may bring in steel jacks, lift the 
roof, and let the rest of the church 
collapse, he said. Any such decision will 
be made by Bishop Joseph J. Madera of 
the Fresno diocese, he noted. 


The interior of the church “‘is just 
rubble,’’ Father Voytko said. Adobe 
bricks fell with velocity sufficient’ to 
splinter solid oak pews below. He 
described some of the pew remains as 
“*toothpicks.”’ 


NO FATALITIES related to the 
earthquake were discovered. ‘‘I just 


‘thank God that nobody was in church at 
. that time,’’ he said, because the seating 


area was hit the hardest. 


He leaves a door to the church open all 
the time, and some people do have the 
habit of stopping by after work to pray, 
but on the afternoon of the temblor, no

one was in church. 


Father Voytko also considers the parish 
lucky because the church was not made of 
brick and mortar. Buildings made of 
those materials suffered the ‘greatest 
devastation,’’ he said. 


SEVERAL STATUES at St. Paul’s 
were broken in the quake, and an entire 
outdoor porch area was destroyed, Father 
Walter F. Minhoto, chancellor of the 
diocese, said in Fresno. 


None of the church’s windows, two of 
which were made of stained glass, were 
damaged. Father Voytko thinks the 
windows must have flexed with the 
motion of the quake. 


. The altar and the tabernacle were 
damaged minimally; they suffered some 
scarring, but are still useable. 

PARISH YOUTH readied the church 
hall for Masses that were held last 
weekend. Father Voytko said special care 
has been taken to make the hall really look 


_ like a church.

Papal authorization the key here...

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Archbishop Pierre Martin 
Ngo Dinh Thuc has, without papal authorization, 


’ ordained several men as bishops. 


Suspended Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre has not. 


AND THAT, according to a well-placed Vatican 
official, is the main reason why Archbishop Thuc has 
been excommunicated and Archbishop Lefebvre has not. 


Oni Aprile 74a. the 


the former Ordinary of Hue, Vietnam, who nows lives in 


. France. 


Once before, in 1976, he had been excommunicated, 
for ordaining bishops in Spain without the authorization 
of Pope Paul VI. But-Archbishop Thuc asked pardon, 
according to the Vatican, and the excommunication was 
lifted in 1977, though he was still prohibited from 
ordaining any priests or bishops. 


ARCHBISHOP THUG, however, in 1981 ordained 
as bishops a French Dominican and two Mexicans. 


One of the Mexicans subsequently conferred episcopal 
ordination on three other men, one an American. 


Archbishop Lefebvre, the 78-year-old prelate opposed 
to many Church reforms initiated by Vatican II, was 
suspended from performing the sacraments in 1976 by 
Pope Paul because he ordained several priests in defiance 
of a direct papal prohibition. 

UNDER HIS suspension, he continues to be a 
Catholic, a priest and an archbishop, but he cannot licitly 
celebrate Mass, ordain priests or administer the other 
sacraments. 


Despite the suspension, he has established his own 
seminary in Switzerland and continues to ordain men to 
the priesthood. 


What Archbishop Lefebvre has not done, however, is 
ordain a bishop. 

LAST JULY, he told newsmen that to do so would be 
to act contrary to the authority of the Holy See and that 
he had ‘‘no intention of defying Rome’’ in such a way. 


The Vatican official, who asked not to be identified, 
said April 26 that this represents a critical: difference 
between the two prelates and explains in large part the 
different ways they have been disciplined by the Church. 


The official ‘‘notification’’ of the excommunication of 
Archbishop Thuc said that the Vietnamese prelate

The official said Archbishop Thuc asserted in a public 
declaration in 1982 that ‘‘the See of the Catholic Church 
at Rome is vacant’’ and that it was therefore his own 
responsibility as bishop ‘‘to do everything so that the 


Catholic Church of Rome would continue for the eternal 


salvation of souls.”’ 


‘ARCHBISHOP LEFEBVRE has never said that,”’ 
added the official, although he refuses to accept several of 
the Church reforms approved by the Second Vatican 
Council, particularly regarding religious freedom, 
ecumenism and the liturgy. 


Another factor the official said, is that ‘‘while the 
doctrinal congregation has given ‘‘great personal 
attention’’ to the Archbishop Thuc case, the Vietnamese 
archbishop has shown ‘‘a reluctance to cooperate.”’ 


By contrast, said the official, Archbishop Lefebvre met 
with both Pope Paul VI and Pope John Paul II, and has 
conferred with several Vatican officials in what Cardinal 
Ratzinger has described as a continuing effort to resolve 
their varying views.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (NC) — 
Several Argentine bishops are among the 
strong critics of the report issued by the 
military government absolving the 
security forces of blame for the thousands 
of people who disappeared during the

It added that missing persons not _ 


in hiding or self-exile should be 


considered legally dead. 

At his weekly general audience at the 
Vatican May 4, Pope John Paul II 
criticized the ‘‘sorrowful drama’’ of 
Argentina’s missing persons and 
expressed his sympathy for the relatives of 
the thousands of people who disappeared,

Bishop Emilio Bianchi di Carcano of

‘‘The (Second Vatican) Council and 
the — popes are explicit, 
consistent...concerning the obligations of 
governments (to oppose) armed, unjust 
aggression. A government must defend 
its people. Force is not only permitted, 
but sometimes’ it is-necessary,’’ said 
Bishop Maher. 


BUT THIS must be balanced, as the 
American bishops have done in their 
pastoral, with the clear and equal duty to 
peace, he noted. 


As for Catholics in the military, said 
Bishop. Maher, ‘‘they are the 
fundamental peacemakers. This is the 
very purpose of their service. They are 
working harder than anyone to keep the 
peace.”’ 


The pastoral is not, as some have 
charged, a ‘‘sell-out’’ to a_ pacifist 
position, said the bishop. Pacifism is 
always an option, he noted, ‘‘but should 
not be taken out of that context. When we 
speak of non-violence, we speak in 


reference to their obligations to the 
community. Deterrence is morally 
acceptable.’’ 


BUT UNDER no circumstances, said 
Bishop Maher, quoting from a new 
conclusion to the pastoral added in 
Chicago, can even the obvious good of 
self-defense or the protection of our 
freedom ever justify ‘“‘immoral means — 


the use of weapons which kill 
indiscriminately and threaten whole 
societies.”’

‘‘We’re saying we should put our faith 
in the Gospel of Christ. We’re trying to 
say this is a very spiritual moment,’’ he 
said of the pastoral’s call for Catholics to 
once more fast and abstain from meat on 
Fridays. ‘“To work for peace you need a 
spiritual power. It is also a way of 
showing that the peace effort is not just a 
human endeavor.”’ 


The nine bishops who voted against the 
pastoral (238 voted for it) were not 
objecting to any items in particular, but 
against the document as a whole, said 
Bishop Chavez. 


‘““THEIR PERCEPTION was that we 
don’t have enough knowledge and that we 
are unwittingly playing into the hands of 
the Russians. All of us are...interested in 
peace. The only difference is the method 
of acquiring it,’’ he noted. 


Bishop Chavez rejected the idea that 
the bishops had no competency to make a 
theological statement. on the moral 
dimensions of the arms race, and said that 
judgment is needed all the more because 
of the particular urgency of this moment 
in history. 


The mere possession of nuclear 
-weapons by the United States gives the 
American bishops not only the right and 
duty to address the subject, but also the 
competency. A recent statement by the 
bishops of West Germany, he said, ‘‘was 


The U.S. bishops ‘‘fear our world and 
our nation are headed in the wrong 
direction. More weapons with greater 
destructive potential are produced every 
day. More and more nations are seeking 
to become nuclear powers. In our quest 

_ for more security, we fear we are 
becoming less and less secure.’ 


The bishops, he noted, have taken up 
~ the challenge of Pope John Paul II’s call 
for a ‘‘moral about-face.’’ The world 
must say ‘‘no’’ to nuclear conflict, to 
weapons of mass destruction, and to ‘‘an 
arms race which robs the poor and the 


vulnerable.’’

A mutual, progressive, verifiable, 
simultaneous reduction of nuclear

In the meantime, he concluded, our 
only course is to reduce the possibility of 
war (in the words of the document), 
“‘should it tragically occur, by intention, 
accident or miscalculation.”’

‘WE WANT to do everything possible 
to prevent nuclear war and to prevent all 
that leads to nuclear war.

Abp. Quinn: ‘Just following orders’ not an excuse 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) — Catholic military 
personnel should disobey the president rather than launch 
a nuclear weapon against an enemy’s population, 
Archbishop John R. Quinn of San Francisco said last 
Thursday. 


It is wrong to carry out an immoral order even in 
wartime, he added. 


AT A PRESS conference in San Francisco, following 
the passage May 3 of a new pastoral letter by the nation’s 
Catholic bishops which categorically condemns counter- 
population warfare and comes close to condemning any 
other use of nuclear weapons, Archbishop. Quinn was 
responding to a series of questions about the implications 
of the pastoral. 


Asked if a Catholic could still work in a nuclear 
weapons production plant or fly a Strategic Air 
Command bomber carrying strategic nuclear warheads, 
the archbishop said that under the judgments made by the 
bishops’ pastoral, Catholics may engage in such activities 
if they perceive them as part of a limited policy of 
deterrence of war, to which the pastoral offers a ‘‘strictly 


conditioned moral acceptance.”’ 


Asked if a Catholic in a SAC bomber could push the 
button launching a nuclear weapon, Archbishop Quinn 
noted that the pastoral condemns the first use of such 
weapons or their use against non-combatants. 


ALTHOUGH HE also noted the possibility of 
differences in conscience, he said that following the 
pastoral letter a Catholic would not be able to carry out 
such an order, even if it was issued by the president of the 
United States, because the president would be exceeding 
his authority if he ordered an immoral action. 


Asked if he were saying that a soldier could disobey an 
order even in wartime, the archbishop answered that that 
principle had been established ‘‘at Nuremberg.”’ 


He was referring to the Nuremberg trials of Nazi war 
criminals after World War II, in which the war crimes 
court rejected ‘‘following orders’’ as a legitimate defense 
relieving persons of reponsibility for engaging in criminal 
actions. 

ARCHBISHOP QUINN has declared his personal 


conviction that no actual use of nuclear weapons can be 
morally justified. 


The bishops’ new national pastoral letter on the subject 
comes close to that position but does not-quite endorse it. 
It condemns initiation of nuclear war and counter- 
population bombing outright and declares that other uses 
involve ‘‘unjustifiable moral risk.’’ The letter, however, 
leaves slightly more room for doubt about the possibility 
of some morally legitimate use of nuclear weapons than 
the personal views expressed by Archbishop Quinn. 


While not categorically condemning all possible acts of 
nuclear war as immoral, the pastoral makes the same 
judgment as Archbishop Quinn regarding the moral 
responsibility of military personnel not to engage in acts 
that are clearly immoral. 


‘““NO CHRISTIAN can rightfully carry out orders or 
policies deliberately aimed at killing non-combatants,’’ 
the pastoral says at one point. At another it says, ‘““To 
refuse to take such actions is not an act of cowardice or 
treason but one of courage and patriotism.’

SAN DIEGO — If the Roman Catholic Church in the 
United States waits to minister to refugees until the new 
residents come to the church doors, it won’t work, a local 
Vietnamese priest warned. be 


‘‘The Vietnamese do not tell others about their 
problems except when (others) come to share and show 
compassion and give help,’’ said Father Joseph Bien, an 
associate pastor at Our Lady of Grace Church in El 
Cajon. 

VIETNAMESE ARE also slow to criticize, ‘‘because 
this is a bad attitude,’’ Father Bien said, but he did admit 
to feeling strained by the weight of ministering to a widely 
scattered flock that is spread throughout the county. 


There are perhaps 2,500 Vietnamese-speaking 
Catholics in the diocese and only four Vietnamese priests 
to serve them. And complicating matters, Father Bien 
said, the four priests have other duties as well, and can not 
minister full-time to their countrymen, all refugees from 
the conflict in Southeast Asia. 


That means there is one priest for every 625 
Vietnamese Catholics, a pretty healthy figure compared 
to the national ratio of perhaps one priest to every 900 
people. 

BUT THE Vietnamese priests’ burden is increased 
because they have no deacons or Religious and few 
trained laity to help them. 


One diocesan effort to aid the scattered refugee 
population is the Refugee Resettlement Center, part of 
Catholic Community Services. The center defines a 
refugee as ‘‘someone forced to flee their homeland for fear 
of persecution’’ for any number of reasons. 


Many of the Vietnamese now in San Diego County, 
including the priests, came in 1975 when the United 
States helped evacuate many thousands from. South 
Vietnam. The bulk of refugees who have resettled in this 
county are from the Indo-Chinese group (including 
Vietnamese), Wendy Porter-Francis, community 
relations spokesman for the Refugee Resettlement 
Center, said. 


THE SPIRITUAL needs of Catholic Vietnamese 
refugees are cared for almost totally by Father Bien} 
Father Joseph Long, in residence at Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart parish; Father Peter Truong Nghia, an 
associate pastor at Holy Family Church; and Father 
Joseph Khuyen, an associate at St. Joseph Cathedral. 


Father Nghia offers Mass in Vietnamese Sundays at 
3:30 p.m. at Holy Family Church. About 400 people 
attend the service weekly. He figures his Mass is attended 
by people from Oceanside, Chula Vista, Mira Mesa and 
National City as well as from Linda Vista where there is a 
high concentration of Vietnamese. 


Some Vietnamese go to English language Masses, 
Father Nghia said, but for many people the English 
language is a barrier. 


HE ALSO teaches CCD for Vietnamese children 
Sunday afternoons. No adult education has been 
established. 


The 67-year-old priest is officially retired and lives in a 
house in the Linda Vista area. He left his country because 
of ‘‘too much trouble’’ from the Communists. He was 
jailed from 1952-54 and later in 1954 until 1955 simply 
for being a priest. ‘“They don’t like priests,’’ he said, 
referring to the Communists. 

While he was jailed he was not allowed to celebrate 
Mass, and when he was released, ‘‘everything was very 
hard to do’”’ in connection with his ministry. 


DESPITE BEING retired, he considers himself ‘‘very 
busy’’ with administering the sacraments and performing 
other priestly duties, but said, ‘‘I am very happy to have 
lots of people interested’’ in Vietnamese Masses, 


Father Joseph Long is in charge of the \ ietnamese 
communities within the boundaries of Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart parish and in Vista, but ‘‘people come from 


Vietnamese priests serve scattered flock 


everywhere”’ when he offers Mass. His Vietnamese Mass 
in San Diego is regularly attended by about 500 people he 
said. 


The faces there change constantly, he noted, because 
many people go semi-regularly due to the great distance 
they must travel to attend. He has a core of 20 families 
from his area who attend regularly, he said. 


FATHER LONG, who does baptisms, marriages and 
hears confessions in Vietnamese, also teaches classes in 
adult education, CCD, and preparation for sacraments. 
He is helped by six lay Vietnamese volunteers. 


Since 1976, he has gone to St. Francis Church in Vista 
to say Mass on the first and third Saturdays at 4 p.m. He 
hears confessions there from 3:30-4 p.m. on those days 
and says extra Masses for Christmas, Easter and special 
national (Vietnamese) occasions.

Seventy to 80 people attend the Vietnamese Mass in 
Vista, he estimated. 


HIS PARISHIONERS in San Diego are extremely 
active, he said, The 45-voice choir, which sings hymns 
from its native homeland, practices for two hours every 
Friday night and then spends 30 minutes in Bible study. 


A Vietnamese youth group meets once a month to 
pray, meditate and study the Bible. The 30-40 youths 
were brought together by a Vietnamese priest who comes 
to the area once a year to lead a three-day retreat. 


It is a Vietnamese custom to be devoted to Mary, 
Father Long said, so he leads devotions twice a month. 


His group meets in a home to say the cee: si attend 


Mass. 


FATHER LONG does not spend time trying to 
reached unchurched Vietnamese because many of them 
are ‘‘indifferent’’ and can not be reached. He spends all 
his time taking care ‘‘of all who come to me,”’ he said. 


Father Bien, who is an assistant at Our Lady of Grace 
Church in El Cajon, feels many more Vietnamese people 
could be reached even by non-Vietnamese priests and 
laity of the diocese. People from his homeland would 
respond if some interest was shown in them, he said. 


The Vietnamese are probably the fastest ethnic group 
to adjust to new surroundings, Father Bien said. Most of 
them are willing to assimilate, but still want to maintain 
their ethnic heritage, he said. 


THERE IS a minority that wants to assimilate 
absolutely by rejecting their past, and another small 
number that want to hold dear to all the old ways without 
accepting their new environment, he said. 


On Sunday nights, he leads a Bible study. Some time is 
spent discussing Vietnamese and American culture and 
how to adjust. There are ‘‘many, many differences’’ in 
family life in the two countries, he noted, and those 
variations spur the most discussion. 


Franciscans ask Reds: Release ‘our’ five...

ROME (NC) — The head of the Order of Friars 
Minor has called on the more than 20,000 Franciscans to 
begin a worldwide campaign for the release of five 
Franciscan priests imprisoned in Communist 
Czechoslovakia. 


In a letter to all members, Father John Vaughn, the 
U.S.-born minister general of the order, asked that letters 
be sent to Czechoslovakian President Gustav Husak, 
human rights organizations such as Amnesty 
International and Pax Christi, and to religious leaders 
worldwide on behalf of the five Franciscans. 

ACCORDING TO the Rome headquarters of the 
Friars Minor, the five were among 20 Franciscans 
arrested during Holy Week in various parts of 
Czechoslovakia. The other 15 were released. 

The five were identified as Fathers Alois Moc, Jire 
Tuma, Frantisek Kubicek, Frantisek Pometlo and Jire 
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Mazanec. 

All were arrested on March 27, Palm Sunday, and have 
been charged with illegal religious activity and violation 
of the laws of the state, the order said. 

‘“‘THE GREATER the number of participants 
involved and signatures collected, the greater the 
likelihood that our initiatives will bring about the 
liberation of our brothers,’’ said Father Vaughn in his 
letter. 

Shortly after the arrests, Father Vaughn sent a 
telegram to Husak which protested the arrests as a 
‘violation of human rights and religious freedom.’ 


There has been no official comment from the Vatican 
on the arrests. 

CHURCH-STATE relations have been tense in 
Communist-ruled Czechoslovakia, especially since the 
March 1982 declaration of the Vatican Congregation for 
the Clergy forbidding priests to belong to associations 
with strictly political aims.

Well, if she had a chance to put this 
question to Gene F. Jankowski, the 
president of CBS, he would, I’m quite 
sure, answer forthwith: ‘‘Madam, the 
culprit has to be ‘what,’ because it 
certainly isn’t television.’’ 


IN A SPEECH in February to the 
Southern Baptist Convention in Fort 
Worth, Texas, on the occasion of his 
receiving that group’s Distinguished 
Communications Award, Jankowski, 
after a long introduction invoking Martin 
Buber, went to great lengths to protest 
that television was innocuous.

‘*The customer makes a decision after the 
message is received.

I’m waiting with eager anticipation 
to hear what Jankowski has to say when 
next he speaks to a group of advertisers. 


Now, on the face of it, a speech 
stressing how insignificant your 
company’s product is might not seem like 
the ultimate in PR (imagine being told by 
the chairman of the board of GM 
something of this nature, ‘‘Now really, 
folks, cars aren’t all that important in 
American life’’), but Jankowski, or his 
speech writers, strove mightily to link his 
theme to patriotism, the last refuge of the 
man who has no real case. 


THE PRESIDENT of CBS is careful 
not to defend the moral content or esthetic 
quality of his programming — Dallas, 
Magnum, P.I., Knots Landing — a task 
that might prove too much even for a staff 
that includes somebody who has read 
Martin Buber. 

No, television is innocuous not because 
of what it is, says Jankowski, but rather 
because of whom it’s aimed at. And it’s 


- aimed at you and me, folks, the American 


people. And we, you’ll be happy to know, 
are tough customers: ‘‘Americans are no 
pushovers, in front of a televsion screen 
or anywhere else. We should all be very 
proud of that.”’ 


And how about this to make you stick 
out your chest: ‘“‘To assume that 
television — or any other medium — is a 
kind of one-directional impact machine is 
to assume something which is contrary to 
human nature. And certainly it is 
contradictory to that view of human 
nature on which this republic was 
founded and on which its survival 
depends.”’

Yet 
she’s talking exactly like those little 
monsters of sophistication that inhabit 
popular televison shows. 


In a recent special television issue of 
Our Sunday Visitor (April 10), Mitch 
Finley quotes Joshua Meyrowitz on 
television’s potential for making children 
talk just like the girl in the back seat: 
‘Children don’t seem childlike any more. 
Children speak more like adults, dress 
more like adults and behave more like 
adults than they used to...In the shared 
environment of television, children and 
adults know a great deal about each 
other’s behavior and social knowledge — 
too much, in fact, for them to play out the 
traditional complementary roles.”’ 


IN THE same issue of OSV, James 
Breig, a perceptive and concerned 
observer of the television scene, makes 
this trenchant observation: ‘‘If television 
has no impact on American society, then 


someone will have to explain to me why, a , 


decade or more after such phrases were 
first popular, people still say ‘Sorry about 
that’ and ‘You bet your bippy’ ’’ — catch 
phrases, of course, from Get Smart and 
Laugh In. 


Finally, as I’ve noted before, let’s not 
think of all this as something that just 
happens. There are people behind the 
scenes making conscious decisions, the 
“television elite.”’
